BC buys portable classrooms 


Boyne City School Board mem- 
bers agreed to purchase two used 
portable classrooms from Dew-El 
as the school district starts to face 
the first crunch of incoming 
students that are overcrowding 
the district facilities. 

The portable classrooms, each 
costing the distriet $14,750, will be 
installed over the summer on land 
between the elementary school 
and the bus garage, superinten- 
dent Robert Nakoneczny told 
board members. 

He also said the school district 
will be responsible to connect up 
the plumbing, sewage and elec- 
trical systems which will be at an 
additional cost to the district. 

The move to portables was 
caused by the failure of voters 
within the district. to approve a 
new facilities plan that would have 
eliminated the over-crowding at 
the elementary school where the 
large class sizes are showing up 
each fall. 

The board took the action with 
little comment. at their monthly 
board meeting Monday night, kn- 
owing that it was the only solution 
to the over-crowding at the 
elementary school. 

They also approved the pur- 
chase of new desks and storage 
shelves for the portables as well as 
for the middle school seventh and 
eighth grade classes. 

The board members then ap- 
proved the rehiring of Sherry 
Sheldon for her administrative 
position as the head of the Title 
One program.

Long before that dina. the 
Children of Isreal complained 
about the lack of spices that they 
had been familiar with in Egypt 
when all they had in the wilder- 
ness was manna. “And it tasted of 
coriancer seed.” For centureies 
spices were currancy. Christ ad- 
monished the multitude, “Ye pay 
tithe of mint and anis and cumin 
and have omitted the weightier 
matters of the law.” Spices are still 
big business. 

Christine Harrison, a native of 
Sri Lanki, now living in El Toro, 
California is in the spice business. 
She and her American husband 
Kirk, sell thousands of pounds of 
spices, sometimes at only a quarter 
of an ounce at a time. She says that 
the fastest moving spices are bay 
leaves, basil, cumin, Mexican 
oregano and sesame seeds. She 
says, “Dried chilies ground or 
whole just fly out of here.” 

Christine states that one 
mistake many of us make in 
cooking with spices and herbs is to 
use too little or too much. She ad- 
vises us to choose our spices using 
these suggestions for a dish ser- 
ving of 4 to 6 Use: 

Only one bay leaf 

2 T. dried cilantro 

2 t. oregano 

1t. marjoram 

1% t. cayerine pepper 

1t. dried basil 

1 t. chili powder (mild) “Mild chilies 
have tons of flavor and no heat.”

SALAD DRESSING 

1+. minced onion 

6 T. taragon vinegar 

” t. garlic salt 

12 C. sugar 

2T. honey 

Ye t. dry mustard 

1C. salad oil 

1C. strawberries, finely crushed (if 
frozen, drain well) 

In mixing bowl, whip all ingredien- 
ts except oil and strawberries on 
high speed. When creamy, begin 
adding the oil, very slowly. When 
mixed, add the strawberries and 
whip until smooth. 

You might want to add more’ 
garlic salt, and sometimes I throw’ 
in a little celery seed. ('4 to' 
teaspoon.)

EJ facing 
contamination 


problem

East Jordan faces water and 
ground contamination as a result 
of leakage from four retired 
gasoline tanks. “We're formulating 
@ game plan right now to find out 
the extent of the contamination;’ 
City Superintendent Mike Dionne 
said. 

Centamination is now located at 
two different sites. The newest 
discovery of pollutants was found 
at the fire hall as a single tank that 
once held diesel fuel was removed 
from that site last week. The 
previous contaminated sites are 
near the Department of Public 
Works garage where three tanks 
were recently removed. 

The contaminants, discovered 
two weeks ago, are comprised of 
four elements that are found in 

According to Dionne, the tanks 
have been fuel free “since late last 
fall.” 

There are currently no ground 
and water samples being taken, 
but “we will be taking more sam- 
ples down the road,” Dionne said. 

The city is working in conjun- 
ction with Ottwell & Associates, a 
consulting firm from Traverse 
City to assess the extent of the 
contamination and formulate a 
plan to clean up the two sites.

The eagles of the Pickerel Lake

are back to an unsuccessful nest 
two years ago in.a nearby swamp. 
Too much human activity doomed 
that venture. 

T am thankful that they have 
moved from the development area. 
But there is a potential disaster at 
their present aerial nursery. 

The large nest, enlarged i in late 
winter by. the baldy pair, is taking 
on a mass that will tax the 
strength of the dead aspen (pop- 
ple). A combination of rotting wood 
and a wind storm could topple the 
nest and the birds would go 
elsewhere, leaving the area and we 
would be poorer for it. 

Eagles seem to be fighting an 
uphill battle in the face of en- 
croaching people and development. 

Not only are they subject to the 
tantrums of nature, but 
knowlingly, or ignorantly, the 
human animal hinders the welfare 
of these majestic birds. Some 

people aren't satified unless they 
get a ringside seat at nesting sites, 
causing stress and interruption of 
feeding activities. 
And pesticides that find their 
way into the food chain via fish are 


another factor. Runoff from nearby 


picture-perfect lawns, treated for . 


insect infestation and weeds, con- 
tribute to contaminates ingested 
by fish. DDT was a prime example 
of this factor some years ago. 

In a matter of a few weeks that 
one lone eagle will probably be 
banded by a team of downstate 
banders. 

Then a few days later that 
eaglet will try his wings and push 
off into the wild blue yonder. This 
is a crucial period. The young 
eaglet must be taught how to fish, 
live or dead, and how to scavange 
dead animals. 

It seems every. “year dead 
eaglets are recovered. And autop- 
sies by learned people never seem 
to come up with anything positive 
why the eaglets die. I say that 
starvation is a factor to be con- 
sidered. 

Well, anyhow, let's hope that we 
humans do everything possible to 
see that these majestic birds have 
a chance at survival, especially in 
this area of Michigan. 

We don’t need more people and 
the ensuing development 
threatening one of our priceless 
assets. 

Eagles should be preserved to 
be shared by everyone, rich or

Boat capsizing claims 
the most lives 


West Michigan recorded 36 per- 
cent of state boat accidents, while 
the 31-county region had 32 per- 
cent of the registered boats. 

According to AAA Michigan, 
166 boats accidents were reported 
in West Michgan waters. Seven 
people were killed in seven fatal 
accidents and 97 were hurt in 79 
injury accidents. The remaining 80 
accidents involved property 
damage. The figures are from 
1989, the latest statistics available. 

Statewide, 35 people were killed 
in 22 fatal accidents and 246 were 
hurt in 197 injury accidents. The 
total accident tally was 465. 

“Capsizing vessels and falls 
overboard remain the most com- 
mon factors responsible for 
boating fatalities,” said Robert V. 
Cullen, AAA Michigan Com- 
munity Safety Services Manager. 
“That’s why it’s imperative to 
wear personal flotation devices.” 

For example, personal flotation 
devices were properly used in less 
than half of all reported accidents. 

' Boaters also need to remain at- 
tentive to other vessels and poten-

tial hazards when out for a cruise, 
Cullen said. 

“Most collisions occur in calm 
waters during clear weather with 
light winds and good visibility,” he 
said. “Boaters need to stay alert. 
Remember exposure to several 
hours worth of sun, glare, waves 
and wind can double a person’s 
reaction time.” 

To counteract this, Cullen 
recommends a break every couple 
of hours by returning to shore for 
a swim, hike or snack. 

“Alcohol also impairs a person's 
judgement, balance, vision and 
reaction time, so don’t mix 
drinking with boating,” he said. 

Boaters also should heed their 
vessel’s load restrictions, keep a 
close eye on the weather, follow 
safety procedures when fueling 
and inform someone on shore 
about the cruise itinerary and ex- 
pected time of return. 

Skippers can learn the nautical 
“rules of the road” by attending 
education courses offered by the 
U.S. Coast Guard, Power 
Squadron and county sheriff's 
departments. The courses 
generally sover elementary 
seasmanship, bog handling, state 
and local rules, navigation and 
other fundamentals.
